Schwab, president of the Bethlehem 
Steel company and former president 
of the United States Steel corporation, 
faced the house committee of inquiry 
into the Steel corporation.

That They Thrive Only In the South 
la Now an Exploded Fallacy. 
W hile the sweet potato is of a tropi 
cal nature and is generally consider**,! 
a vegetable to be grown only in th* 
south, experiments by tilt* department 
of agriculture show that it will grow, 
and grow well, as far north as M id i I 
gnu. 


The ridges for planting sweet pota­ 
toes should be three to five feet apart 
and the plants about fourteen inches 
apart in the row. 
Cultivate sufficient 
Jy to keep the surface soil loose aud 
free from weeds, and th** vines will 
soon cover the ground, after which uo 
cultivation w ill be necessary. 
In the 
warm er parts of the country the seed 
is not bedded, but is cut in small pie* es 
mid planted iii the ridges instead of 
plants. 
A fter the plants come up and 
begin to make vines freely pieces of j 
the vines are removed and used as 
cuttings for planting additional areas, 
tit** cuttings tuking root and growing 
the same as plants grown from seed 
In this manner three and four plant 
lugs are made, the last being as late as 
the middle of Ju ly.
